Wit, depth, intelligence, true emotion, and a gift for language 
that would make a silver-tongued devil trade up — what 
more could any reader ask for in a writer? With novels as richly 
different as Tamsin, The Innkeeper's Song, and A Fine and Private Place, 
plus screenplays for the animated Lord of The Rings and other films 
and television features, Peter has established a reputation for 
imagination and magic like no other living author. 

His best-known book is The Last Unicorn, a fantasy novel with 
a worldwide following numbering in the millions. At the after- 
Oscar party for Return of the King, where Peter was an honored 
special guest, he was startled to find Oscar winners giddily 
shaking his hand, grown women singing to him in Elvish, and a 
flock of fans screaming and crying when he was announced from 
the stage. This outpouring of affection is no mystery to those of 
us who know The Last Unicorn as a true contemporary classic, a 
book which has been steadily in print for nearly four decades, as 
fresh today as when it was first published in 1968. (It even played 
a major part in the climax of an episode of the primetime drama 
Fverwood, where Peter's words, read aloud, provided both comfort 
and an important lesson for a tormented teen.) 

Meanwhile, the 1982 animated version (featuring the voices of Mia 
Farrow, Jeff Bridges, Alan Arkin, and Christopher Tee) is enjoying 
bestseller status as a recently-released DVD, and new versions of 
the story are in the works, including a live-action feature film and 
a radio drama. Despite this singular fame (or perhaps because 
of it), many of Peter's other books have languished in obscurity 
or fallen out of print as publishing conglomerates gobbled each 
other up, leaving Peter's work unsupported. Because of this, 
many of his fans don't even realize he's still alive and as prolific 
as ever, with a new novel (Summerlong), two chapbooks, and an 
unabridged audiobook version of The Last Unicorn (read by Peter) 
all scheduled for release this spring. 

Most writers become icons only after their deaths. Peter is 
here with us now, a respected and self-deprecating "legend 
in the making" — the elder statesman of fantasy as storyteller, 
songwriter, and poet, with many more tales still to tell, and a big, 
bright twinkle in his eye.

Having studied the craft since 1980, John Clements has taught 
seminars on historical swordsmanship in 10 countries and is 
the author of the groundbreaking books: Renaissance Swordsmanship 
and Medieval Swordsmanship. 

His writings on arms and armor have appeared in 14 different 
periodicals, and he has contributed material to no less than 9 
published books on the topic. He has consulted professionally 
for the computer and RPG gaming industries as well as for 
several fantasy authors, and was twice featured on The Historical 
Channel. Clements has been a leading force in historical fencing 
studies since the mid-1990s. 

A pioneer in the field as well as an outspoken critic of historical 
combat activities, Clements's high profile has been influential in 
the emerging field of historical European martial arts.

Yvonne Joyce Craig started studying 
ballet at the age of ten and danced 
at the prestigious Edith James School in 
DaUas, Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, and 
the Eugene Loring School. 

Her first film was The Young Land a 
Western where she played opposite 
Patrick Wayne (son of John Wayne); 
Dennis Hopper and Ken Curtis were also 
in the film. Her next movie was Eighteen 
and Anxious, with Luana Patten. 
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for his early fifties recording of "I Saw Mommie Kissing Santa 
Claus." They soon married, against the advice of John Forsythe, 
who thought they should first live together. The marriage lasted 
only two years. Craig would later reflect that being a child of the 
fifties, she had thought that lusting after someone meant that you 
had to marry them. She later dated humorist Mort Sahl for more 
than three years and considered marriage to him. Later she was 
deeply involved with actor BiU Bixby, including during her time 
on the Batman series.

Craig made numerous television guest appearances, in shows 
such as Star Trek, The Man from U.N.C.L.E., Land of the Giants, Voyage to 
the Bottom of the Sea, My Favorite Martian, Dr. Kildare, Ben Casey, Dobic 
Gillis, The Mod Squad, My Three Sons and The Wild Wild West. Her most 
famous role, though, is as Batgirl in the Batman TV series. 

Craig's acting career slowed in the seventies when she began 
refusing bikini roles. She did some independent casting and 
coaching of actors. For a time she co-produced industrial shows 
and an independent feature.

jj nthony Daniels brought his English accent to Star Wars in 1977 
T\ and filled a gold-plated droid named C3PO with endearingly 
human qualities. He lives in England, in the center of London. His 
house was built just after the U.S. Declaration of Independence, 
but it was some years later that he made his first visit to the 
States, to revoice his performance as C3PO which he had filmed 
in England and Tunisia. At school, all he was interested in was 
acting, but only after studying law and management for years 
did he eventually go to drama school, against all advice. His three 
years of training culminated in the BBC Radio Drama Award 
which launched him into the career he wanted, first in radio, 



then moving swiftly to out-of-town theatres, leading just as 
swiftly to stage work in London's West End. Two years after his 
first acting job, he was coerced into meeting George Lucas. The 
rest is history. His Star Wars roles off-screen include the original 
radio dramas of Star Wars and The Empire Strikes Back. He also 
contributed his talents to the audiotapes of Dark Force Rising and 
The Last Command. 

A variety of roles in plays from Shakespeare to Stoppard, in all 
media, have been interspersed with his Star Wars roles. Now he 
seems to get roles as TV pathologists in Prime Suspect or villains 
in The Famous Five, but he does play the exorcist in I Bought 
A Vampire Motor Cycle — "for laughs." Anthony has developed 
another career, creating exhibition special effects for commercial 
and museum applications, having picked up a lot of hints whilst 
on the Star Wars sets and with the Disney Imagineers at Star 
Tours. Immortalized in all the Disney parks and with his name 
at Grauman's Chinese Theatre, Anthony could still go anywhere 
without being recognized — until now!

Publishing. After publishing his own comic books (Jersey Devil, The 
Travelers and The Fix) with SJRP, he eventually got a publishing 
deal with Kenzer & Company. Kenzer published The Travelers. 
Tony also wrote Everknights (another Kenzer comic book), as well 
as the HacMopedia of Beasts (Volumes 1 thru 8) and Slaughterhouse 
Indigo (an adventure for the Hackmaster RPG). Currently, Tony 
writes Lookin' at Comics the comics review column for Knights of the 
Dinner Table magazine and Ask the DM. His current game project 
is called Torvy DiGerolamo's Complete Mafia for d20. It was published 
through Living Room Games in 2005. Tony also wrote for The 
Simpsons Books of Wisdom released from Harper Collins in 2005, and 
he directs the Philadelphia long-form improv group, the Ninjas.

Paul Dini is an American television producer of animated 
cartoons. He is best known as a producer and writer for several 
Warner Bros./DC Comics series, including Star Wars: Fwoks, Tiny 
Toon Adventures, Batman: The Animated Series, Superman: The Animated 
Series, The New Batman/Superman Adventures, BatmanBeyond, and Duel? 
Dodgers. He also developed and scripted Krypto the Superdog and 
contributed scripts to Animaniacs (he created Minerva Mink), 
Freakazoid, Justice League, and Justice League Unlimited. After leaving 
Warner Bros, in early 2004, Dini went on to write and story edit 
the popular ABC adventure series Lost. 
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Paul Dini was born in New York City. He attended the Robert 
Louis Stevenson school in Pebble Beach, California on an art 
scholarship. He attended Emerson College in Boston, where he 
earned a BFA degree in creative writing. (He also took zoology 
classes at Harvard University.) 

During college, he began doing freelance animation scripts for 
Filmation, and a number of other studios. In 1984, he was hired 
to work for George Lucas on several of his animation projects. 

The episodes of the He-Man and the Masters of the Universe 
cartoon that were written by Dini have become favorites amongst 
the show's fans over the internet, although despite this as well as 
contributing to interviews on the released box sets of the series, 
Dini has made no secret of his distaste for Filmation and the 
He-Man concept. He also wrote an episode of the Generation 1 
Transformers cartoon series, and contributed to various episodes 
of the Ewoks animated series, several of which included rare 
appearances from The Empire. 

In 1989, he was hired at Warner Brothers Animation to work on 
Tiny Toon Adventures. Later, he moved onto Batman: The Animated 
Series, where he worked as a writer, producer and editor, later 
working on Batman Beyond. He continued working with WB 
animation, working on a number of internal projects, including 
Krypto the Superdog and Duck Dodgers, until 2004. He has earned 
five Emmy awards for his animation work. In a related effort, Dini 
was also the author of Batman Animated, a 1998 non-fiction coffee 
table book about the animated Batman franchise. 

Dini has also written several comics stories for DC Comics, 
including an acclaimed oversized graphic novel series illustrated 
by painter Alex Ross. (A hardcover collection of the Dini and 
Ross stories was published in late summer 2005 under the title 
The World's Greatest Superheroes.) Other books written by Dini for 
DC have featured his Batman Animated creation Harley Quinn 
as well as classic characters Superman, Batman, Captain Marvel 
and Zatanna. 

Best known among Dini's original creations is Jingle Belle, the 
rebellious teen-age daughter of Santa Claus. Dini also created 
Sheriff Ida Red, the super-powered cowgirl star of a series of 
books set in Dini's mythical town of Mutant, Texas. 

His series of animated cartoons starring DC Comics characters is 
sometimes known to fans as the Diniverse. 

In 2006, Dini became the writer for Detective Comics. This is 
Dini's first regular comic assignment.

Bill Dow is an award-winning actor and director (and 
occasional writer) in theatre, film, and television, with scores 
of credits over a long and varied career.

As Dr. Lee on StargateSG-1 he is the passionate, though sometimes 
slightly befuddled man of science, who does his best to assist 
the warriors of Stargate Command; while on Da Vinci's Inquest, 
the award- winning Canadian Drama, he plays Russ Hathaway, 
the mayor of Vancouver. These are just the latest in a long line 
of characters created for television series that range from sci-fi 
(Charles (Chuck) Burks, Agent Mulder's old college chum who 
dabbles in science and the occult on the X-Files), to prime time 
drama (Mr. Parkman, the teacher on Pasadena), to comedy (Bob 
Fraser, the owner and bartender of "The Fraser Arms" on Nothing 
Too Good for a Cowboy). Bill Dow has played many other guest star 
and recurring roles in a variety of television series, MOW's, and 
feature films, notably: Legends of the Fall, Mr. Magoo, Andre, and the 
recently-wrapped Absolute Zero. 

In the theatre, Bill Dow has directed several award-winning 
productions for the Vancouver Playhouse (where he was Artistic 
Associate for many years) including an innovative and moving 
production of Steinbeck's Of Mice and Men; he has performed many 
lead roles, including David Mamet's Oleanna, and most recently 
a Jessie award-winning performance as Martin Dysart in Peter 
Shaffer's Equus. His short film, The Alley, was nominated for 
several awards and invited to the international short film festival 
in Siena, Italy. 



Elonka Dunin is Executive Producer and General Manager 
of Online Community at Simutronics Corporation, and 
a founding member of the International Game Developers 
Association's Online Games SIG. Her company, Simutronics, 
was founded in 1987 in St. Louis, Missouri, and is a leading 
developer of online multiplayer games. One of the Simutronics 
games, GemStone, is the longest-running such game in the world. 
Simutronics has several games at its service, including medieval 
fantasy games such as GemStone IV and DragonRealms, the modern- 
day mystery-adventure game Modus Operandi, the award-winning 
3-D action game CyberStrike 2, and the Greek mythology game 
Alliance of Heroes. Simutronics is also working on a new game for 
the graphical multiplayer arena, called Hero's journey. 

Elonka is one of the world's foremost experts on the CIA's 
Kryptos sculpture. She was awarded a prize in 2000 for being the 
first person to crack the PhreakNIC Code, an up-until-Elonka 
unsolved puzzle created by JonnyX, one of the leaders of the 
hacker group se2600. In 2003, Elonka led a team that cracked the 
famous Cyrillic Projector cipher, which came out to be extracts 
of classified KGB documents! Elonka is also webmistress of 
two popular cryptography-related websites — one on the CIA's 
mysterious Kryptos sculpture, and another with a list of the 
world's "Most Famous Unsolved Codes."

Ben Dunn was born on April 17, 1964 in Pin-Tung, Tiawan. He 
immigrated to the US in 1965. He founded Antarctic Press in 
1985 in San Antonio, Texas. From there he was an early pioneer 
of "Ameri-manga" (a term that he coined in the early days of 
Mangazine). Ben has created many manga styled comics such as: 
Mighty Tiny, Tiger-X, Heaven Sent, Warrior Nun Areala, but his most 
famous creation is Mnja High School (now celebrating its 18th year 
in publication). 

However, as well as being a comic creator, he is also a publisher 
having started the careers of Terry Moore (Strangers In Paradise), 
Esad Ribic (Lolii), Robert Dejesus, and Fred Perry (Gold Digger), 
as well as many others. 

He has also worked on myriad of other comics projects including 
CaptainHarlock, Project: Ako, Robotech, Dynamo Joe, MarvelMangaverse, 
The Agents, and Bizarro World. He has also worked on animation 
projects such as The Real Ghostbusters and

He has completed work in Austin,Texas 
on the Warner Brothers motion picture 
of a Phillip K. Dick novel, A Scanner 
Darkly (starring Keanu Reeves, Woody 
Harrelson, Wyona Ryder, and Robert 
Downey, Jr.) which was released in July.

He has installed electronics in R2-D2 units for Star Wars Episodes I 
and II, replacing the halogen light source and rotating color wheel 
(for the sparkly lights) with a custom microcontroUer-based 
LED circuit that was originally created to make the pulsating 
lights for the main engines of the Protector, from Galaxy §uest. He 
also upgraded all of the radio equipment and speed controls to 
modern standards. Along with R2-D2 Crew Chief Don Bies and 
Nelson Hall, he is one of only three official R2-D2 operators in the 
United States. 

Grant developed a custom circuit to cycle the Energizer Bunny's 
arm beats and ears at a constant rate. He performed all electronics 
installation and radio programming on the current generation 
of Bunnies. He later became the Bunny's driver and the Crew 
Supervisor on numerous commercials in Los Angeles, Vancouver, 
Mexico, and New Zealand. 

Grant has a Bachelor of Science degree in Electrical Engineering 
from the University of Southern California. He picked up his 
mechanical skills from the machinists at the ILM Model Shop, 
many of whom date back to Howard the Duck (1986). 

For fun, Grant has competed in Comedy Central's BattleBots with 
his robot "Deadblow ," which he designed and built. Deadblow 
won two Middleweight Rumbles and was the Middleweight 
runner-up in 2000. It set a record for most number of hits in the 
first season of the show, and was ranked number one in Season 
3.0. 

In 2003, Wiley Technology Publishing released Grant's book 
Kickin'Bot:AnIllustratedGuidetoBuildingCombatRobots. At 528 pages 
long, it is regarded by many combat robot-building enthusiasts 
as the "bible" for that sport. It has a five-star average customer 
review on Amazon.com. 

Grant appeared on TLC's Junkyard Wars in a two-hour special 
caUed "Junkyard Wars Goes to the Movies" as the captain of Team 
ILM. They created a 13-foot tall R2-D2 out of junk in 20 hours 
that was equipped with a flamethrower, hydraulic lifting arm, 
and C02 pneumatic projectile gun. 

Team ILM won the competition, which chaUenged the junkyard 
machines to destroy a fleet of attacking aliens with their various 
weapons. 

Grant's skill set includes electronics design and fabrication, 
machining, welding, woodworking, CAD layout, pneumatics, 
CNC programming, and laser cutting, as well as some moldmaking 
and painting.

Former Iranian Olympic champion, The Iron Sheik, was 
the Shah of Iran's personal bodyguard and coached the 
US Olympic wrestling team in 1972. He later vanquished Bob 
Backlund to ascend the throne to the World Wrestling Federation 
Championship. 




Cartoonist Marten JaUad's influences 
are TheFar Side's Gary Larson, Asterix, 
and MAD Magazine, most notably the late, 
awesome Don Martin. Through his love 
of humor magazines such as MAD and 
CRACKED, and after contributing to 
the MAD fanzine The Journal ofMADness, 
Marten started his own humor magazine 
THWAK in 2001. THWAK not only 
contained plenty of fresh offbeat humor, 
but also included short interviews with 
Carmine Infantino, KeUy Freas, and Don 
Martin inker and CRACKED magazine artist, Bruce Bolinger. 

In the fall of 2003, Marten joined the CRACKED magazine staff as 
Co-Editor. Shortly after the release of issue #365 which featured 
a Kelly Freas cover (possibly the last of his career) CRACKED was 
sold and is currently on hiatus. 

In 2005, Marten created JOKESTER magazine, which he self 
publishes with Sesame Street animator Mike Arnold. JOKESTER 
features the varied talents of 31 contributors including Art 
Bouthilher (Saturday Evening Post/ Hustler /CRACKED), Bruce 
Bolinger (Rip off Press/CRACKED), Jay Lynch (Wacky Packages, 
underground super talent) and Randy Glasbergen (King Features 
cartoonist). In February, The Great Atlanta Toy Show debuted, 
with a follow-up Jedi Jam show in June. Organizers Marten and 
JOElanta (annual GI joe and action figure show) creator, Buddy 
Finethy, are already gearing up for the next show "Monster 
Mayhem" on Sept 25th. at the Marriott hotel on Clairmont Rd.

Brandon Scott Jerwa secured his role as the author of the 
monthly GI Joe title after his debut four-issue story arc for 
the Joe spin-off title, G.I.Joe: Frontline. In 2005, G.I. Joe receives 
the relaunch treatment, with Brandon delivering "Snake-Eyes: 
Declassified", a six-issue origin story for G.I, Joe's most popular 
character. 

Most notably, Brandon was the first author of the first G.I.Joe title 
to sell out an issue in 48 hours (Master & Apprentice #1, a spin-off 
miniseries that earned a sequel earlier this year). He has since 
repeated this feat with the main Joe series. 

Two new projects appeared in late 2005: Urashima Taro and The 
Last Bastion. These days, Brandon hosts a website and forum 
to connect with readers, always remaining true to the fan 
community. A lifelong musician, Brandon's current band, SD6, 
can be seen live throughout the Pacific NW; they hope to release 
their debut album in 2006. 

BILL " SPL#T " JOHNSON 

Bill "Splat" Johnson has worked in the film industry for over 
twenty years. His work can be seen in films like The Patriot, 
Eight Legged Freaks, Dumb and Dumberer, October Sky, In Dreams, 
Hoodlum, and many others.

Jones then became Shane to mock Shane McMahon and 
jobbed regularly on WCW Saturday Night. In late 1999, he joined 
The West Texas Rednecks in their dying days as Curly Bill but 
the faction split shortly after. Jones went to wrestling under 
his real name for the remainder of his WCW days and left the 
company in 2000. He has worked in the independent circuit ever 
since while also making regular memorabilia show and military 
goodwill appearances.

For the last couple of years, he has worked 
primarily on figures for Fisher Price's popular Imaginext line with 
a few Rescue Heroes thrown in for variety of scale. The Imaginext line 
ranges from the down to earth, such as firemen and policemen, 
to amazing flights of fancy, with lines devoted to swashbuckling 
pirates and fantasy characters like centaurs, elves, cavemen, and 
knights. 

He has been working closely with Fisher-Price on development of 
proposal pieces, one-off samples used for in-house presentations 
for prospective new fines. He co-created a series of collectible cold 
cast sculptures based on the Hot Rod art of "Big Daddy" Ed Roth 
for Danbury Mint. These pieces feature grotesque, eye bugging, 
tongue lolling, vein popping monsters at the wheel of a souped up 
and super-deformed Hot Rods sporting gigantic full blown hemi 
engines that are nearly as large as the car. Composed of over 25 
separately crafted parts that pin together into one precise unit, 
these sculptures took over four months and a staggering 500+ 
hours of work each to complete! 

BILL KEEL 

Bill Keel is an astronomer at the University of Alabama (and 
currently a Leadership Board Faculty Fellow), with research 
interests encompassing the sweep of cosmic evolution. The move 
of astronomy to increased reliance on spaceborne facilities has 
come to mingle these research goals with particular concern 
for spacecraft and the development of space technology. He has 
been called on to participate in the NASA proposal reviews for 
the Hubble Space Telescope (5 times now) and the Chandra X-ray 
Observatory, as well as mission concepts and extensions for 
astrophysics satellites.

At the veteran age of eleven, Scott was invited to be a part of Sid 
& Marty Krofft's Sigmund and the Sea Monsters. The show's success 
took it to three seasons. Although acting in the show was fun 
for Scott, he found more pleasure in the "behind the scenes" 
activities. If Scott wasn't in the current scene, he would either be 
running one of the cameras, or he was playing puppeteer under 
a fake rock being the Ooze family's pet lobster, Prince. After the 
wrap of Sigmund, Scott started turning down acting auditions and 
playing with various rock bands. 

In 1985, continued his aspiration of making it in the music biz, 
this time from the other side of the microphone as Scott owned 
and operated a recording studio in North HoUywood where he 
produced and mixed hundreds of albums for various chents.

"My mother thought the role 
was not for me, so I withdrew," she says. Lolita was made with 
Jimmy Harris as Producer. Starring 
James Mason and Shelly Winters, the 
title role went to Sue Lyon instead. 

Jimmy Harris can stiU take credit 
for starting Marta's career. He made 
arrangements for Marta to acquire an 
agent, who immediately got her a feature 
role in The Loretta Young Show. During the ■ 
next eighteen months, Marta co-starred 
in two Alfred Hitchcock Presents episodes 
(including one directed by Hitchcock 

himself), two segments of the My Three Sons series with Fred 
MacMurray (a third one would follow in 1964), a Leave it to Beaver 
episode, and an appearance on the Shirley Temple show. 

She had just finished an episode of The Greatest Show on Earth 
and was filming the role of Lorelei the mermaid in Beach Blanket 
Bingo when she was called in to meet with Irwin Allen. After 
meeting Marta, Allen was determined to have her play the 
role of Judy Robinson in his new series, Space Family Robinson. 
Marta initially refused the part, fearing (correctly) the character 
would be underutilized. Allen pitched several potential script 
ideas for the character, and Marta agreed to the role of Judy 
Robinson in the series, now renamed Lost in Space. The rest is 
science fiction history. 

When the series ended, Marta raised a family and continued to 
work, making over 40 TV commercials as well as guest starring 
in TV shows such as Mannix, Remington Steele, and Trapper John. In 
1996, Marta traveled to Korea to film Pearl Buck's The Living Reed 
with Lee Majors. Marta's first love however, is the theater, in 
which she has been very active on the West Coast. She received 
critical acclaim for her performance as Emily Stilson in Arthur 
Kopit's award-winning play about a stroke victim, Wings.

#1 Best Graphic Novel of 2004 - and last year's #2 Best Graphic 
Novel, The Living and the Dead is currently being produced as a 
feature film.

D#VID LLOYD 




David Lloyd started working in comics 
in the late 1970s, drawing for Halls of 
Horror, TV Comic, and a number of Marvel 
UK titles. With writer Steve Parkhouse, 
he created the pulp adventure character 
Night Raven. 



When former Marvel UK editor Dez 
Skinn set up Warrior magazine in 1982, 
he asked Lloyd to create a new pulp 
character. Lloyd and writer Alan Moore 
created V for Vendetta, a dystopian 
adventure featuring a flamboyant anarchist terrorist fighting 
against a future fascist government. Lloyd, who illustrated 
in cinematic chiaroscuro, devised V's Guy Fawkes-inspired 
appearance and suggested that Moore avoid captions, sound 
effects, and thought balloons. After Warrior folded in 1984, the 
series was reprinted and continued in colour by DC Comics and 
collected as a graphic novel in 1995 before being developed into a 
film released for 2006. 

Lloyd has also worked on Espers, with writer James D. Hudnall, 
for Eclipse Comics; Hellblazer, with writers Grant Morrison 
and Jamie Delano and War Story, with Garth Ennis, for DC; and 
Global Frequency, with Warren Ellis, for Wildstorm. With Delano 
he also drew The Territory for Dark Horse, where he has also 
worked on some of their licensed properties like Aliens and James 
Bond. He has also created a graphic novel, Kickback, for French 
publisher Editions Carabas, which is available in the US and UK 
via Dark Horse 



Before there was Battle Bots, before there was Robot Wars, and 
weU before Homer Simpson climbed into a fake robot on the 
Simpsons to impress Bart, robotic combat was been happening 
at Dragon*Con under the watchful eye of Kelly Lockhart. For 
the past sixteen years, he has staged Robot Battles here at the 
convention to ever-larger crowds and an ever-increasing number 
of contestants. Over the past several years, Lockhart has taken 
Robot Battles around the country, holding events in North

years running everything from Guest Services to Art Shows to 
Masquerades to Computer Gaming rooms, was the co-founder of 
the Charlotte 2004 WorldCon bid, and is part of a Chattanooga- 
based costuming group that has won four Best-In-Show awards 
at Dragon*Con.

The new millenium is proving to be a coming out party for 
actress Traci Elizabeth Lords. She received the Best Actress 
award at the U.S. Comedy Arts Festival for her starring role 
in the romantic comedy Chump Change, which will be released 
by Miramax/Dimension. The just- 
completed film City of Masks in which 
she also stars has been picked up for 
distribution by Columbia Tri-Star. And, 
she starred in the enormously popular 
Sci-Fi Channel adventure series First 
Wave (executive produced by Francis 
Ford Coppola). Lords shone in the role 
of Jordan Radcliffe, the mysterious and 
sexy leader of a militia force known as 
the "Raven Nation" that was fighting off 
the alien invasion of Earth. 

Lords is quickly gaining a reputation as television's sci-fi heroine, 
having co-starred on NBC's Profiler as well as First Wave.

contains a cryptic reference to a warp monkey. Also, if you take 
all the first letters of the chapter titles of Nobody Gets the Girl, they 
can be rearranged to spell, "We are Lord Monkey." For publicity 
purposes, the monkey coalition shaves one of their larger members 
and dresses him in a Hawaiian shirt to pose as Maxey. He passes 
as human, mostly. To flesh out Maxey's character, the monkeys 
have created fictional details of his life. Supposedly, he lives in 
Chapel Hill, NC, has attended Orson Scott Card's Writer's Boot 
Camp and the Odyssey Fantasy Writer's Workshop, and was a 
long-time member of the Writer's Group of the Triad. Further 
information about the works of the monkey coalition can be 
found at their web site, www.nobodygetsthegirl.com.

Tt's often hard to believe that the 
man behind that red and black tatoo 
make-up is Scotland's Ray Park. Many 
who have met him describe him as a 
"mild-mannered" and "soft-spoken" 
person, a far cry from his Sith alter 
ego. As a martial arts expert with little 
experience in acting, The Phantom Menace 
created a huge group of fans for Park. 



Ray was born in Glasgow, Scotland, but 
his family moved to London when he 
was a small child, and he lives there to this day. The first movie he 
remembers seeing after moving to England was Star Wars. "I had 
all the figures and the Millennium Falcon" he told Star Wars Insider. 
"I wanted to be Han Solo, and my brother wanted to be Luke." 

Ray's father introduced him to martial arts at a young age. Park 
idolized Bruce Lee and Jackie Chan, and he began taking lessons 
when he turned seven. He specializes in Wu Shu, a non-contact 
sport compared to gymnastics that means "martial arts" in 
Chinese. Ray is also skilled in other sports like Tae Kwon Do and 
kickboxing. He has a second degree black belt and placed fourth 
in the 1995 world championships for Wu-Shu. 

It was Ray's martial arts talent that led him to his "big break," 
the role of the lead villain in the most anticipated movie of all 
time, Star Wars Episode 1: The Phantom Menace. After appearing as a 
stunt double in the sequel to the movie based on the best-selling 
video game Mortal Kombat, Nick Gillard, the stunt coordinator 
for Phantom Menace, discovered Ray. Within weeks, he had the 
job. The Phantom Menace was the first time Ray had acted since a 
high school play eight years earlier. "I did question myself a bit, 
because it was my first time. But I had confidence in myself, so I 
just thought I'd give it a go, and if I did it wrong then someone 
will tell me." 

Ray and Nick Gillard, along with fight arranger Andreas 
Petrides, created some of the most exciting scenes ever seen in 
a Star Wars film. The brilliantly choreographed lightsaber duels 
were difficult and time consuming to bring to life, but the final 
product was amazing. 



There was more to the role than just the moves. Ray shaved his 
head and spent an hour and half every morning in the make-up 
department. He would fall asleep while the artists applied his 
signature red and black markings. 

"It was so soothing with the make-up and music playing in the 
morning, that it'd just send me to sleep." Ray also told the StarWars 
Insider that his part as Darth Maul made him want to pursue an 
acting career, and has since appeared in Tim Burton's adaptation 
of Sleepy Hollow, with Star Wars co-star Ian McDiarmuid. 

As for strange hobbies, in the past he has tried a bit of fire- 
breathing. Ray is not the voice of Darth Maul; his fines were 
dubbed by British actor Peter Serafinowicz. 



RElMBERT PARKER 



Rembert N. Parker is an award-winning author of gaming 
adventures for games as diverse as Dungeons and Dragons, 
Marvel Superheroes, space opera, and Over The Edge. He wrote 
"Mixed Media" (a syndicated SF review column) for most of the 
late eighties, and a monthly column for Vantage magazine for a 
few years. He was responsible for creating and growing most of 
AOL's Science Fiction and Comics forums, and continues to help 
AOL Online. He lives in Indiana with his wife Beverly, a few kids 
and grandkids, and countless birds and other critters that his wife 
has "rescued" from a fate worse than living in the house.

More recently, he has 
turned his attention to screenwriting and glamour photography. 
Since 2005, you can hear him talking about just about anything 
that's not mundane at www.podculture.net, where he is the co- 
host of a bi-weekly podcast. When he's not working on one of his 
many projects, he spends his days as the videographer on a TV 
news helicopter. 

ERIC POWELL 

Eric Powell is a hermit who hves in the Tennessee woods with 
his wife Robin and their two sons Gage and Cade. After he 
realized he could be a cartoonist without ever having to leave 
his house, he opted for the comic book industry rather than a 
lucrative career in the janitorial arts. 

Although eaking out a meager living in the comics field since 
1995, Eric didn't find true success until he launched his criticaUy 
acclaimed dark comedy series The Goon. The Goon, now being 
pubhshed by Dark Horse comics, was recently nominated for 
four Eisner awards and won an International Horror Guild award 
for best illustrated narrative. 



CHERIE PRIEST 

In 2003, Cherie Priest debuted to critical acclaim with her 
southern gothic novel Four and Twenty Blackbirds. This novel 
will be re-released in a revised, expanded edition by TOR/Tom 
Doherty Associates in October of 2005; and her second novel, the 
sequel Wings to the Kingdom, is slated for publication in 2006. A 
third book will complete the trilogy in '07. 

Meanwhile, she also writes the occasional magazine article, 
short spat of classy porn, and a great deal of source fiction for role 
playing games - most notably for the fine people at GhostOrb and 
Gnostica, respectively. Her game-world novellas A Quiet Price 
and The Final Stroke of Nine are in the process of being serialized 
through these companies.

David Prowse parlayed a reputation as the best-known 'heavy' 
in modern British show business into the role of Darth 
Vader and became a symbol of villainy for a whole generation of 
film-goers.

Prowse began as a weightlifter and bodybuilder, winning the 
British championship for three consecutive years. Offered a part 
in a play (Don't Let Summer Come), he retired from lifting iron and 
moved into lifting audience's eyes. 

"I starred in a Bond film, Casino Royale," the six-foot- seven actor 
remembers. "I played the Frankenstein monster." 

A series of monster parts foUowed, most of them for the great 
Hammer Films company of England. "I did Horror of Frankenstein, 
then Frankenstein and the Monster From He!!." The smile reappears. 
"Finally they let me take the makeup off in a thing called Vampire 
Circus." 

The films attracted the attention of filmmaker Stanley Kubrick, 
who offered Prowse a meatier part — albeit one with some 
physical challenges: 

"Stanley Kubrick gave me a real test in A Clockwork Orange," 
Prowse recaUs. "He kept doing retakes of a scene where I had to 
hft Patrick Magee and his wheelchair up a short flight of stairs. 
I finally had to tell him I was getting tired and just couldn't do it 
any more." 

After Clockwork, Prowse turned to his first love, opening and 
running a fuUy equipped gymnasium in London. He worked 
with Christopher Reeve, building up the young actor so he could 
properly fit the costume of Superman. "I also worked as the Green 
Cross man, helping teach school children about safety on the 
streets." His efforts helped reduce child pedestrian accidents in 
England, a fine achievement you might not expect from Darth 
Vader.. .but you could from Dave Prowse.

pTT ot just a just a writer or illustrator, JP Rhea is a visual artist 
JL 1 and storyteller. Like our early ancestors, it is his desire to tell 
our myths and lore, our triumphs and tragedies, through a visual 
medium. Instead of painting on cave walls, Rhea uses the printed 
page and the silver screen. 

When Rhea was first introduced to digital media, he discovered 
that these tools allowed an artist to break through the perceived 
illusion of reality that is intrinsic to the photographic and 
cinematic process.

He has also recently produced The Elemental Dimension of Magic for 
Red Anvil Productions. He is currently working on several other 
projects in a variety of media including RPG's, fiction, and other 
more visual media.

GEORGE^ ROMRO 



George A. Romero is a pivotal figure in 
the development of the contemporary 
horror film. His first feature, Night of the 
Living Dead (1968), redefined the genre, 
not only with its explicit violence, but 
with a satirical view of American society 
that reflected the turmoil of the times. 
Ethnically and sexually integrated, 
anti-macho, and always skeptical of 
conventional wisdom, Romero's work 
epitomizes the progressive wing of a 
sometimes reactionary genre. 



Inspired by Michael Powell's Talcs of Hoffman, Romero made 
short subjects, industrials, and commercials before co-writing, 
editing, filming, and directing Night of the Flesh Faters. Produced 
for $144,000.00 and renamed Nigk of the Living Dead, the film 
became a landmark of independent cinema. A stark parable of the 
American family consuming itself, it retains the power to shock 
and surprise. 
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Romero made several more low-budget films in his beloved 
Pittsburgh before solidifying his reputation with two 
remarkable works. Martin (1978) is a story of a lonely boy who 
is convinced he is a vampire. Dawn of the Dead (1979) is set in a 
typical suburban shopping mall, where a band of struggling 
survivors is beset by zombies and their own personal demons. 
A powerful, apocalyptic action film, the movie became one of the 
most profitable independent productions in film history. 

Romero continued to do interesting work through the 80's and 
90's, with Knightriders (1981), Creepshow (1982) scripted by Stephen 
King, and later, Day OfTheDead (1985), his third zombie adventure. 
Romero's first studio-developed films, Monkey Shines (1988) was 
hailed by Newsweek as "a white-knuckle triumph." Two Evil 
Eyes, (1990) a collaboration, with Dario Argento, was inspired by 
Edgar Allan Poe short stories. Bruiser (2000) is a taut, frightening, 
and highly original tale of revenge whose hero is stripped of his 
identity and becomes, quite literally, faceless. At the end of 2004, 
Romero found himself back in the director's chair filming his 
fourth zombie installment, Land of the Dead (2005). With horror 
films finally being taken seriously, and the success of the 2004 
Dawn of the Dead remake, George's work has been re-introduced to 
a whole new generation. 

Over the past two years, Romero has received several Life 
Achievement Awards and Retrospectives honoring him from the 
American Museum of the Moving Image, The Turino Film Festival, 
Fangoria Magazine, and the New York Horror Film Festival, 
among others. His biggest honor to date was the invitation by 
The Academy of Motion Pictures, Arts, and Sciences to deliver 
the George Pal Lecture at the Academy on horror films. This is 
the fist time a director from the genre has ever been invited to 
address the academy. 

Notable for his intelligence, innovation, and sensitivity as a 
filmmaker, in addition to his ability to scare, Romero remains one 
of the preeminent directors in the horror and thriller genres.

began his acting in college. While 
he mostly appeared in local stage 
productions, in 1986, Michael landed 
his first movie role in the ever famous, 
Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer. Michael's 
portrayal of Henry was so convincing, 
he was not only praised for his 
performance, but his path leading to the 
entertainment industry was paved. 



Michael has had roles in both movies (Mississippi Burning, George A 
Romero's TheDark Half Days Oj Thunder, JFK, Tombstone, Slither) and 
television (such as JAG, Las Vegas, CSL Miami, Saving Jessica Lynch, 
and Stargate SG-1, just to name a few). While most of Michael's 
characters are villainous, he has also strutted the white hat. 
Michael is in a few movies that are currently in pre-production. 
In his spare time, he enjoys martial arts. 




Joe Yule Jr., also known as Mickey 
Rooney, was born September 23, 
1920 in Brooklyn, New York. 

Mickey entered show business at 17 
months old, and landed his first film role 
in the movie Not To Be Trusted, in which 
he played a midget. In 1927, he was cast 
as Mickey 'Himself McGuire, a series based 
on a comic strip. In 1934, Mickey was 
noticed by MGM producer David O. 
Selznick. He made a role for Mickey in 

the film Manhattan Melodrama, which led him to being signed to a 
long-term contract with MGM. Mickey was the number one box 
office actor in the US from 1939 to 1941. He became known for his 
work on films such as: A Midsummer Nights Dream, Boys Town, Babes 
In Arms and the hit Andy Hardy series. 

During the 1950s, he worked on the television series HeyMulligan. In 
1979, Mickey went back to the stage in the burlesque production 
of Sugar Babies. The production ended up being a phenomenal 
success, and his career was reborn. 

All in all, Mickey is a man with over 200 films under his belt. 
He earned an Honorary Oscar for Lifetime Achievement, a special 
Juvenile Oscar he shared with Deana Durbin in 1939, five Oscar 
nominations, one Emmy Award, five Emmy Nominations and 
two Golden Globes. Mickey's career has extended through many 
generations and in many different directions. Mickey Rooney: 
actor, survivor, inventor and Hollywood living legend.

Charles plays Lt. Cmdr Montgomery Scott in the fan-produced 
series Star Trek New Voyages, set in the fourth year of the 
original series' five-year mission.

In 2002, 
Charles rekindled a friendship withjames Cawley and eventually 
joined Star Trek: New Voyages as a production assistant, where he 
eventually landed the role of Montgomery Scott. More recently, 
Charles played a General in the upcoming zombie film Operation 
Dead 1, shot entirely in the Atlanta area.

Scott Rorie is a free-lance artist from Monroe, North Carolina. 
As he learned to draw at an early age, Scott won his first 
art show at 11 years old, when he won a school-wide art show. 
After studying art all through high school, he attended Central 
Piedmont Community College in Charlotte, North Carolina, 
where he majored in Advertising Design. 
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Although Scott works in many different media, his mainstay is the 
airbrush. Like many airbrush artists, Scott started out painting T- 
shirts, but eventually moved on to canvas and illustration board. 

Scott's work can be found in homes from Maine to California 
to Germany. His past awards include First and Second Place 
Awards at the Chiller Theatre Show in New Jersey, "Best Black 
and White" at Nexus in Orlando, Florida, and both "Best Mono- 
Chrome" and " Best Horror" here at Dragon*Con.

It's a matter of how much 
evolution can you afford? Metal Locus is the term for the medical 
process used for replacing organic materiel with robotics. Moving 
past functionality into fashion and status, cybernetics have 
quickly become the worlds newest accessory, evolving beyond 
the ability to mend and heal into a realm of high-tech upgrades.

Sienkiewicz often utilizes oil painting, collage, mimeograph 
and other forms generaUy uncommon in comic books. Some 
critics have suggested the influence of abstract and expressionist 
art on Sienkiewicz's work. He has had a major influence on 
the style of comic illustration from 1980 onwards. His use of 
unconventional media and heightening of the comic cover as a 
stand alone artwork have been an influence on Dave McKean, 
Ashley Wood, Kent WiUiams and others. 

His first credited work for Marvel Comics was on an issue of 
Fantastic Four. This led to him securing a regular role as penciller 
for Moon Knight; his unconventional graphic style and use of 
coUage on the series won him a cult status in the industry, even 
though the title suffered from poor sales. When Moon Knight was 
moved to direct sales in 1981, Sienkiewicz was given greater 
creative freedom, culminating in the story "Hit It" (issue #26) 
that marked a creative breakthrough. 

In 1983, he started working on New Mutants with Chris Claremont, 
where his distinctive cover paintings and character design gained 
much attention for the series. His first writing credit was for the 
painted story Slow Dancer in Epic iUustrated magazine in 1986. 
Sienkiewicz produced one-off covers for a range of Marvel titles, 
including Rom, Dazzler, The Mighty Thor, Return of the ]edi and The 
Transformers, and drew the comic adaptation of Dune. 

He illustrated the 1986 eight-part miniseries Elektra: Assassin 
written by Frank MiUer, for which he won the Kirby Award for 
Best Artist and the prestigious Yellow Kid Award for "bridging 
the gap between American and European artistic sensibilities". 

CHRISTOPHERLEE SI iMMM 

Christopher Lee Simmons is Webmaster and Co-Editor of Ex 
Libris 'Nocturnis, the premiere World of Darkness e-zine. Raised 
on fantasy/horror and named after Christopher Lee, he blames aU 
this on his parents.

He has been an art director, a conceptual designer, 
a production designer, a creature designer, and has worked in 
advertising. 

Stout undertook a voyage to Antarctica and Patagonia in January 
of 1989, which led to a 45-painting one man show: Dinosaurs, 
Penguins and Whales - The Wildlife of Antarctica. 

Michael Crichton acknowledged Stout's work as an inspiration 
for his book Jurassic Park. In 1993, Universal Cartoon Studios 
chose William Stout to design the prime time animated series of 
Jurassic Park. 

In late 1995, Steven Spielberg chose Stout as his senior concept 
designer for GameWorks, a Sega, DreamWorks SKG, and 
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Universal joint project. For two years Stout and his team oversaw 
the concepts, design, and execution of the first GameWorks 
facilities.

Upon graduation, Tim served 
in various capacities on Three Men and a Baby, Cocktail', Coming To 
America, and Godfather III before co-producing the independent 
hits If Looks Could Kill and America Exposed. 

In 1990, Tim moved to LA where he worked in development at New 
Line Cinema for five years. It was there that he first encountered 
Detroit Rock City (1999), which he eventually co-produced, finding 
himself yet again pumping fake blood, though this time for Gene 
Simmons of the rock group KISS. Having formed New Rebellion 
Entertainment, Tim made his directorial debut with the Lions 
Gate horror-comedy, 2001 Maniacs (2005), followed by the hip- 
hop terror anthology, Snoop Dogg's Hood of Horror (2006). 

With these admittedly over-the-top, decidedly non-PC 
"Splatsticks" under his belt, for his next project, Driftwood, 
the filmmaker decided to tackle 
another type of horror: "Attitude 
Adjustment Camps" for youths deemed 
troubled and problematic by their 
parents. Driftwood is a character-driven, 
supernatural teen thriller starring Ricky 
Ullman and Talan Torriero that has been 
described as Stand By Me meets Ghost 
Story. It's Sullivan's way of expressing 
his driving philosophy that no one 
should be forced to be what they are not, 
for if and when that does occur, the real 
nightmares truly do take shape.

It began in 
the summer between his freshman and sophomore years at the 
University of California at Berkeley, when George answered a 
newspaper advertisement placed by a company casting voices for 
a motion picture.

In a sound 
stage on the MGM lot in Culver City, California, George dubbed 
the original Japanese lines into English, creating distinct voices 
for eight characters. 

Recognized worldwide as a member of the original Star Trek 
cast, George received a star on Hollywood Boulevard's Walk 
of Fame in 1986, and he placed his signature and handprint in 
the forecourt of the landmark Grauman's Chinese Theater in 
Hollywood in 1991.

He 
received a Grammy nomination in 1987 
in the "Best Spoken Word or Non- 
Musical Recording" category.

Waldron began working on Atlanta conventions in 1975, and was 
awarded the 1992 Georgia Fandom Award at DragonCon. His last 
contribution to the convention field was coming up with the idea 
for the first "Dawn Look-a-like" contest in 1998 for DragonCon, 
though he had no idea the contest would still be going strong 
well into the 21st century.

What makes him and his company unique is that he 
does aU of the writing, penciling, inking, lettering, advertising, 
marketing, promotions, and web design himself, in addition to 
his business duties for the company itself. 

Born and raised in New Orleans, Louisiana, Mr. Walley has 
been drawing, and reprimanded for drawing, since the early 
age of eight.

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Besides a string of TV commercials, including several for 
McDonald's in 1971, Williams' first role on television was on an 
episode of Owen Marshall, Counselor at Law. Appearances on ThePaul 
Lynde Show, Marcus Welby, M.D., and three variety specials with 
Tony Randall soon followed. 

The role of Potsie on Happy Days was the perfect opportunity for 
Williams to showcase his acting and vocal talents. After hearing 
him sing backstage, the writers incorporated his singing ability 
into the show. Williams soon began to perform across the country 
and released several records. 

In 1977, he starred in his own syndicated television special, Anson 
Williams at Sea World. In 1981, he and his wife, Lorrie Mahaffey, 
who played his girlfriend on Happy Days, starred in a television 
special caUed Anson and Lorrie. The show was conceived as a pilot 
for a spin-off, but it failed to seU. 

Anson occasionally steps in front of the camera, but he has spent 
much of his time since 1985 as a director. His director credits 
include episodes from Seamiest 2032, Hercules: The Legendary journeys, 
Xena: Warrior Princess, Star Trek: Deep Space Nine, Star Trek: Voyager, 
Charmed, and Sabrina, the Teenage Witch.

TAPS is headed by Jason Hawes and Grant Wilson, and 
includes a close-knit group of paranormal researchers. Built 
on Jason and Grant's mutual interest in getting to the bottom 
of everyday, paranormal occurrences, TAPS is an eclectic but 
unified bunch, and certainly not what you'd expect to find at 
the forefront of paranormal investigation. They're neither Ph.D. 
scientists, nor are they zany, theatrical hotline psychics. Jason 
and Grant are plumbers by trade, and their TAPS colleagues are 
in similarly ordinary professions. Factory worker, office manager, 
teacher - these are respected members of a smaU, blue-collar 
Rhode Island community where many of the TAPS members 
were born and raised. 

Upon meeting, Jason and Grant became fast friends; both 
possessed a marked interest in paranormal research. Soon, they 
began to seek out others like themselves: people with a level- 
headed, driving interest in the paranormal. Within a year, TAPS 
was formed, and through word of mouth it developed a reputation 
for helping people with unusual domestic problems. Originally 
headquartered in a spare room of Jason's apartment, TAPS fields 
phone calls, e-mails, and personal visits from people who have, 
or claim to have, a nonphysical entity interfering with their 
lives. Depending on the nature of the haunting, a select group of 
TAPS field researchers will load equipment into a van and drive 
sometimes as far as 300 miles to investigate. Despite the expenses 
they incur on gas, equipment (infrared cameras, night-vision 
goggles and the like), and time off from their day jobs, they know 
they could never charge for their services. That would make them 
much more likely to be labeled charlatans. 

It has been more than a decade since Jason and Grant met. Since 
then TAPS has grown in size and scope to become one of the 
most respected paranormal-investigation groups in America. It 
now has branches across the United States and affiliates in 12 
other countries. 



Today, TAPS' founder, Jason, is in his early 30s, a plumber and the 
father of three girls and twin sons. Jason enjoys spending quality 
time with his children, deep-sea fishing, and writing screenplays. 
He has written four in the sci-fi/thriller genre. Grant, the father of 
three young boys, is also a plumber, as well as Jason's confidante 
and best friend. Their families are close. Jason's kids consider 
Grant an adopted uncle and Grant's kids view Jason the same 
way. Their wives, also friends, are respectful of the TAPS mission 
but keep their distance. Each one has asked her husband not 
to bring his paranormal work home with him. When he's not 
hunting ghosts or holding down a day job, Grant enjoys whipping 
up a mean Italian dish, writing songs on the piano and guitar, and 
penning a 25-volume series of high fantasy novels.

Members of their loyal cult 
following have been known to travel from as far away as Mexico 
City and New Zealand just to see them perform. 

Heather Alexander is a fiery, redheaded Faerie Tale Minstrel 
who is known for singing the praises of the fae folk.

The Brobdingnagian Bards (pronounced brAHb'ding-nag-EE- 
en) hail from Austin, Texas. They take traditional Irish and 
Scottish folk songs, mix it up with some Lord of the Rings music 
to create a unique brand of Celtic Filk. The Bards were voted the 
#1 Best Performing Novelty Band in the 2004-5 Austin Music 
Awards. They are the "Godfathers of Celtic MP3s." Over five 
million MP3s have been downloaded by their fans online. One 
million MP3s were from one song, "Tolkien (The Hobbit &r Lord 
of the Rings)." That single inspired the 2003 release of their CD, 
Memories of Middle Earth. 

In July, they released a new CD: Brobdingnagian Fairy Tales. This is 
the eighth album from The Bards, and it features many of their hit 
songs inspired by contemporary SciFi culture from Star Wars to 
Buffy: The Vampire Slayer, The Last Unicorn to Schoolhouse Rock. 

The Brobdingnagian Bards whl touch your Scotch-Irish heritage 
with traditional Celtic songs and contemporary parodies. It's a 
musical experience that shouldn't be missed. 



THE CONSORTIUM 0E GENIUS 

The Consortium of Genius is an industrial-strength 
powerhouse of three cerebral miscreants who rock their 
audience into submission. Featuring the sadistic vocals of Dr. 
Milo T. Pinkerton III, the heavily-marinated guitar of Dr. A. 
Rachnid, and funky-fresh bass playing of Dr. Zaemon Abdul- 
Siddhartha-Mohammad-Achmell-Tutmos-Abram-Ali-Hermes 
-Odin-Mahatma-Dahali-Martin-Luther-Hussein-Kali-Rocka- 
Babu-Haghighi III (more commonly referred to as "Dr. Z"), along 
with their trusty wisecracking percussive powerhouse Drumbot, 
the C.O.G. have performed all over the region for the last decade, 
and have had three songs to date aired by Dr. Demento on his 
national radio show. 

In addition to their self-published CD, Free Brains and Dead Bodies 
(2000), the Consortium of Genius have released a second CD, In 
C.O.G. We Trust (2004) on the Little Blue Men label, featuring a 
host of guest stars including bassist Sean Yseult of White Zombie.

CRUXSf^DOWS 

From humble origins in a Northern Florida town, the 
Cruxshadows have risen to become internationaUy recognized 
as one of the most popular Darkwave bands of all time. The 
Cruxshadows have tirelessly globetrotted on whirlwind tours 
performing in countries such as Norway, Sweden, Scotland, 
Ireland, England, Belgium, The Netherlands, Poland, France, 
Hungary, The Czech Republic, Germany, Austria, Switzerland, 
Italy, Denmark, Portugal, Greece, Latvia, Lithuania, Luxembourg, 
Mexico, Canada, Spain, and the United States, to name but a few. 
Additionally, in the aftermath of the Cold War, the Cruxshadows 
were one of the first pioneering Western acts to perform in both 
Romania and Serbia. The Cruxshadows immediate tour plans 
include South America, Australia, and other Asian shows. This is 
to be followed by two European tours and one North American 
tour (September 2006- June 2007) coinciding with the release 
of their new album DreamCyphcr on January 2, 2007. In the 
Cruxshadows debut DVD release Shadowbox, thousands are seen 
pressed against the stage. In 2005 the Cruxshadows headlined 
Bochem Total, a famous German downtown festival, which over 
4 days, drew an estimated 950,000 people. 

With a blend of New Wave, Gothic, and Electronica, the 
Cruxshadows unique, catchy songs have subsequently become 
staples of the Darkwave, EBM, and Electro-alternative scene. 
Highlights include "Leave Me Alone" (the all-time highest 
charting "goth" song on the now defunkt mp3.com), "Eurydice" 
(it spent over 2 years in the top 10 New Wave charts of mp3. 
com), "Deception" (originaUy part of the Vampire the Masquerade: 
Music from the Succubus Club compact disc, it has been recorded in 
both English and German), "Winterborn (this Sacrifice)" (#2 
DAC), "Dragonfly" (#2 DAC), "Tears" (#2 DAC), "Helen, Return, 
Resist/r, Foreverlast" (#4 DAC), "Monsters" (#2 DAC) and lastly, 
the legendary "Marilyn, My Bitterness" (#2 DAC). 

The Cruxshadows sound transcends the realm of dance or club 
music, become something entirely new. One hears the rich, 
romantic flavor of the electric violin played by the effervescent 
Rachel McDonnell, complemented by the crunchy, selectively 
biting guitar lines laid down by George Bikos. Both bring a wide 
berth of musical possibilities. This isjuxtaposedby the cold digital 
world of electronic textures and synthesis often associated with 
synth-pop and EBM. Add to that the moody musings of dynamic 
front man, composer, founder, and lead vocalist, Rogue, and you 
have a guarantee that this band is anything but typical. 

Over their lengthy history, the Cruxshadows have shared stages 
with a wide array of bands including notables such as The Cure, 
Bjork, Ladytron, Apoptygma Berzerk, Placebo, the Sisters of 
Mercy, Skinny Puppy, VNV Nation, Mesh, Bad Religion, Clan of 
Xymox, Project Pitchfork, and many, many more. 

In 2005, The Cruxshadows was voted the #5 best band of the 
EBM, Darkwave, Gothic, and Industrial scene (all time) in a 
recent international poll hosted by the Wave Gothic Treffen. 
This and many other laurels are but a shape of things to come. 




Daikaiju is a mysterious chimera of sound and imagery that 
made its first contact with humans in the winter of 1999. 
Entities of mystery and destruction, Daikaiju takes the sound of 
waves crashing and shrieking atomic lizards and makes it groove, 
earning a devoted audience and instilling post-traumatic shock 
in all who experience their shows— a bizarre mix of psychedelic 
visuals, possessed go-go dancers, and a massive wall of sound. 
Concealed behind masks, this collective of restless spirits 
consists of four beings— the Secret Asian Man and Dymaxion 
Lee on guitars, Brain Conflict on bass guitar, and IV on drums. 
Together, they create a brand of experimental instrumental 
rock that seamlessly incorporates a wide variety of musical 
styles including surf, punk, jazz, reggae, noise, psychedelic and 
progressive rock. 

The music of Daikaiju is the alarm of a Japanese school girl's 
watch strapped to Dick Dale's wrist — the soundtrack of 
the greatest giant monster movie never made. Compelling 
melodies, hard-hitting riffs and shifting dynamics fuse together 
to create songs that immerse the listener in a strange universe of 
giant monsters, super spies, mad scientists, martial artists, and 
alien invasions. 

DISTORTED REALITY 

Distorted Reality was formed by Martha M. Arce from Miami, 
USA and Christian Kobusch from Berlin, Germany. Martha 
is the former lead singer of Deep Red, the American Electro-Goth 
formation. 

While on tour in Germany with Deep Red as the support for Project 
Pitchfork, a chance meeting occurred after a concert in Herford, 
Germany. They formed Distorted Reality in 1997. 
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Since their formation, Distorted Reality have appeared on 
numerous CD compilations and radio shows mainly across North 
America and Europe. An array of European and American music 
magazines have featured Distorted Reality, hailing their talents. 
Among these are the German magazines Zillo, Sonic Seducer and 
Orkus, the Belgium/ American Sideline, and the Russian Rockcity. 
In addition, Distorted Reality was ranked No. 4 in the category 
"Best Newcomer 2002" in the GrenzweUen.de online poU. 

Daydreams and Nightmares was released March 2006. Record release 
parties, live shows and other activities were also scheduled for 
early 2006 in support of the release. The album whl be released 
on Nilaihah Records again for North America. However, the band 
has signed with a new label for Europe. This time the European 
release whl be with Scanner Records of Dark Dimensions. 



D J SPIDER 

DJ Spider is primarily a goth/industrial DJ with a healthy dose 
of '80s. She's been described as "vibrant," "surprising," "kick- 
ass," and "Omigod, is she really that tall?" 

She began her journey to club life in college, with her involvement 
with campus radio. Spider moved to Atlanta, where she 
rediscovered her love of the darker, harder side of music. She 
returned to the decks in 2001, and it has been non-stop ever 
since. Now based in Charlotte, NC, her reputation as both a DJ 
and an entertainer has been highly rated, as is her commitment to 
maintaining a Drama-Free Zone. 

She has opened for Dragon*Con favorites the Cruxshadows, 
Voltaire, and the Last Dance, as well as Das Ich, VooDou, the 
Spider Lilies, Anders Manga, and Bella Morte. Her 2006 tours have 
taken her to Arkansas, Tennessee, and Maryland, as well as being 
a featured appearance at Freaks United in DC and a return visit 
to the Skin Two Ball in Atlanta. Other past festivals have included 
Eccentrik (NC), Frolicon (GA), and Dracula's Bah (PA). She is 
also a primary DJ for Purgatory, one of the largest fetish events 
in the Southeast, and for Retroactive '80 at the Breakfast Club, a 
weekly night dedicated to the new wave and dark classics of that 
decade.

Discs in 2005. 

2005 saw the band tour Germany, Luxembourg and the 
continental US with label mates The Cruxshadows, as well as 
performing at several festivals on the east and west coast. In 
addition to The Cruxshadows, they have had the honor to share 
the stage with Voltaire, The Damned, Chris Connelly, Collide, 
Razed in Black, Bella Morte, Das Ich, Rasputina, The Start, Iris, 
Decoded Feedback, The Azoic, More Machine Than Man, In 
Strict Confidence, Combichrist, and many others. 

Their third full length album, The Order of the Reptile, ventures 
back into the realms of heavy electronica, a bit of trip hop, and 
darkwave. 2006 will also see the release of Where's Neil When You 
Need Him? a tribute to writer Neil Gaiman and featuring the song 
"You Better Leave the Stars Alone," written for the book Stardust. 



EME^LDROSE 



Emerald Rose from Georgia combines Celtic, world-beat, 
and rock sensibihties with original songwriting, creating a 
unique fusion sound that crosses many styles. Guitars, mandola, 
pennywhistle, bodhran, drums, and bass drive the music, while 
harmony vocals bring across intelligent lyrics that range from 
ancient myth to modern thought. The band has been around since 
1997, producing five commercial CDs and performing live across 
the USA and in Ireland. Their appearances at numerous sci-fi/ 
fantasy conventions have given them a reputation as a "band of 
fandom." Notable repeat engagements include Dragon*Con in 
Atlanta, I*Con in New York, and performances at the Oscars 
night cast parties for Peter Jackson's epic movies The Two 
Towers and Return of the King in Hollywood, CA. Music from 
the newest Emerald Rose release, Archives of Ages to Come, has 
appeared in the Tolkien fan documentary film Ringers: Lord of 
the Fans, and the upcoming film, Done The Impossible, about the 
Firefly/Serenity phenomenon.

Godhead is the first signing of Cement Shoes Records. Formed 
in the mid- '90s, Godhead has been steadily building their fan 
base and emerging as a true international rock act. Their debut 
release of 2000 Years of Human Error on Posthuman Records 
in January 2001 and the 2003 summer release of the follow-up 
Evolver on Reality Entertainment, have sold well over 100,000 
copies to date. After years of touring extensively with Marilyn 
Manson, Disturbed, Static-X, Mudvayne, Rammstein, Pigface 
and Saliva to name a few — as well as performing at Ozzfest and 
the Reading and Leeds festivals overseas — Godhead has scraped, 
clawed and carved out their own place in the rock music world. 

Formed in Washington, D.C. in the mid '90s, Godhead was signed 
to Marlboro Music and had two successful European releases in 
1994 and '95 followed by their first US release- Nothingness in 
1996 and Power Tool Stigmata in 1998. But it wasn't until 2001

"NFL Today" show. Cement Shoes released Godhead's newest 
album, The Shadow Line, August 29. 2006. 

THE GRpT LUKE SKI 

The Great Luke Ski writes, records and performs comedy 
music, both parodies and originals as well as sketches, on a 
variety of pop culture subjects ranging from Lord of the Rings 
and Star Wars to Spider-Man and Keanu Reeves. Luke has 
enjoyed repeated success on "the Dr. Demento Show," taking top 
honors with the #1 most requested songs of both 2002 ("Peter 
Parker") and 2003 ("Stealing Like a Hobbit"). He was the first 
artist in 20 years to have the #1 song for two years in a row, which 
also garnered him the position of "Dr. Demento's Most Requested 
Artist of the 21st Century." Luke's music has also been heard on 
ManCow's Morning Madhouse and various college and morning 



shows across the country. Since 1996, Luke has released 6 albums, 
the newest of which, "unconventional," came out in 2005.

Subatai Musashi began his training as a young boy in 1966 under 
Grandmaster Yoshiaki Musashi from whom he inherited the 
title of Grandmaster and the Ninkage ryu bujutsu style. Ninkage ryu 
is a complete martial arts system that includes weapons like 
laijutsu, the sword art of harmonizing the draw and cut (the 
iai arts within linkage ryu bujutsu are unique in their movement 
and fluidity of form) and Kenjutsu, the art of the sword, linkage 
ryu also incorporates bare-handed techniques and internal 
arts.

Their four albums, released on their own Shovel in Your Face 
Records, and appearances on numerous splits and compilations 
have shown their growth and ability to cross genres while 
maintaining their own unique sound which has been compared 
to Black Label Society, Danzig, and a real pissed off Elvis.

SUDDEN DEATH 

Is Sudden Death a rap group that's funny? Or are they a comedy 
group that raps? Well, that depends upon who you ask. If 
you're a fan of rap music, Sudden Death strives to produce high 
quahty rap songs that just happen to be funny. 

Sudden Death was formed in the mid-80's and started releasing 
self-produced cassette albums in the early 90's. The band's big 
break came in 1998 when Dr. Demento played "South Park Junkie" 
on his nationally syndicated show of comedy music. The song 
became a huge success- ending up as the fourth most requested 
song of that entire year. Since then, Sudden Death has had several 
songs making the weekly Funny Five countdown, and two more 
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year-end Funny 25 appearances: one in 2002 with a duet with the 
great Luke Ski called "Peter Parker" (#1), and then again in 2003 
with "Ozzman" (#6). 

In 2003, Sudden Death began performing on a somewhat regular 
basis at whatever venue was willing to have them, or in some 
cases was tricked into having them. Their live show features 
props, costumes, puppets, and a projection screen which shows 
videos and animations to accompany most songs. The live show 
adds another level of humor to the already funny songs and the 
crowds always enjoy it. 

Sudden Death is based in Hardyston, New Jersey and performs 
regularly at local venues, along with science fiction and comedy 
conventions. Sudden Death recently released their sixth full- 
length album, Die Laughing. 

THROWING TOASTERS 

The comedy rock band, Throwing Toasters combines the 
hilarious songwriting of Tenacious D with the onstage energy 
of Barenaked Ladies. The only difference is that all their songs are 
clean there is only one band member, Grant Baciocco. The rest 
of the members of seem to be figments of Grant's imagination. 
Grant cites "Weird Al" Yankovic as being the one who started 
him down the road of comedy music. It would be the comedy 
music DJ, Dr. Demento, though who would open his eyes to all 
comedy music has to offer. "Because of Dr. Demento, I started 
listening to The Smothers Brothers, Tom Lehrer, Bob Newhart, 
and my hero, Stan Freberg." Baciocco carries this tradition 
forward by writing original comedy songs that try to go for real 
laughs, without vulgarity. 

Grant started out writing song parodies like that of "Weird 
Al" in junior high and high school in Northern California. After 
graduating with a degree in Theater from Long Beach State 
University in California, Grant started writing all original songs 
about daily observations; lines at A.T.M. machines, people who 
give away the endings of movies, and the legal side of nursery 
rhymes. 

Throwing Toasters has toured Colleges and clubs all over the 
United States and played at the Tokyo Dome in Japan helping to 
open the 2003 - 2004 NFL season. Throwing Toasters is a unique 
and refreshingly clean "one man comedy rock band" that will give 
audiences an evening they wiU not soon forget! 



VOLTAIRE 



Yoltaire is a singer/songwriter 
whose music, a dark brew of Celtic 
rhythms, gypsy violins, and sardonic 
humor has its roots deeply imbedded in 
European folk music. His songs speak 
of love, and most often, the loss thereof, 
with the added twist of how best to seek 
revenge on the ones who have hurt you. 
Lyrically, he explores and reveals those 
moments of vulnerability most would 
rather not discuss, and exploits with 




childish abandon those fleeting streaks of cruelty we all feel but 
choose not to act upon or even mention. Although he is revered 
in the Goth scene, he is probably closer to Tom Waits than he is 
to Peter Murphy, that is if Tom Waits was a velvety crooner with 
a fascination with the macabre! 

In October of 1997, Voltaire signed with Projekt Records 
and released his debut CD The Devil's Bris in June 1998. It's 
often described as a Three Penny Opera for the 20th century. 
Combining dark humor with old world instrumentation, his 
debut CD is comprised of twelve songs of love, loss, revenge, and 
dismemberment sure to bring a smile to even the darkest of souls. 
The CD featured the track "When You're Evil," branded by Time 
Out magazine as the anthem for the Gothic movement. 

Two years after his debut, Voltaire released the critically 
acclaimed Almost Human. Back are the gypsy violins, mournful 
cellos, and sardonic lyrics but new ingredients in the stew of 
musical devilry are contemporary song structures and rhythms. 

Overall, Almost Human is a more danceable record, but the dark 
pop melodies are truly infectious and as usual, Voltaire finds odd 
topics to sing about including dating the deceased ("Dead Girls") 
and cutting off one's own head ("The Headless Waltz"). 

2001 found Voltaire back on a solo, acoustic tour playing new 
material sure to delight those with a twisted sense of humor and 
a love for beautifully crafted melodies. Watching a Voltaire show 
is an experience! He interacts with the audience with such ease 
you'U feel like he is playing a private show for you in your living 
room. And you won't even have to caU an exorcist to cleanse your 
house when he's done 

Voltaire released his 3rd full length CD, Boo Hoo in 2002. Boo Hoo is 
a break-up CD for broken hearts with an ex to grind, documenting 
the split from his long time girlfriend of 12 years. Pssst! When not 
playing music, Voltaire is a director specializing in animation. He 
is the creator of the award- winning web series Chi-Chian for scifi. 
com, a host of television commercials and station IDs for MTV, 
and the Sci-Fi Channel. He also writes and draws the comic book 
series Oh My Goth] , and Humans Suck! 

Voltaire's comic book/web series Chi-Chian is now being developed 
into a hve action feature film and video game. —And, the Chi-Chian 
roleplaying game was unveiled at Dragon*Con 2003.
